The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis 

for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 42-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over either of Nakanishi, et al . (N) , Hirose, et al . (U-2) or Krainev, et al . 
(V-2) in view of Williams, et al . (A), Zhou, et al . (U) , Leung, et al . (V), 
Cadwell, et al. (W) and Shinkai, et al . (X) . (W-1) and further in view of 
Armstrong, et al . (U-3) , Kovach, et al . (V-3) , Kim, et al (U-3) and Janes, et 
al . (X-3) . The primary and secondary references have been characterized pre- 
viously. The four tertiary references, covering a period of 18 years, teach 
that spectrophotometry is widely used to measure the activity of hydrolases 
with respect to stereoselectivity or regioselect ivity . It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the teaching of the 
primary references that mutagenesis can be used to change the stereoselectiv- 
ity of enzymes along with the teachings of the secondary references that 
there are various methods to mutate enzymes to form such mutants. It would 
have been further obvious to use spectrophotometry to screen mutant hydrolas- 
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es for stereoselectivity and/or regioselect ivity in view of the tertiary re- 
ferences, absent unexpected results. 

Applicants have added the further limitation to claims 42 and 45 that 
the screening for stereoselectivity or regioselectivity is done by spectro- 
photometry. The tertiary references have been added to teach this embodi- 
ment .
